July 4 Celebration Promises 
To "Transform the Heavens"

“On (July 4), the (people of Greenbelt) will be waiting and 
watching . . . for the first shades of night to descend ... In antici¬ 
pation (of) . . . (the) mystery and magic (that) will transform 
the heavens.” This passage is extracted from a press release by 
Zambelli Fireworks Internationale, the company that is providing 
this year's fireworks display for the Fourth of July! Zambelli has 
provided the city with fireworks in past years, although last year’s 
show was purchased from Columbus Fireworks Inc.

Much of the 40 item agenda 
at the June 11 city council meet¬ 
ing consisted of housekeeping 
chores. After spending almost 
two and a half hours on one 
item - approval of the Charter 
Amendment to provide for 're¬ 
venue bond financing of re¬ 
habilitation - council dealt hur¬ 
riedly with the remaining 30 
items. Consideration of a few, 
such as new legislation affecting 
financial disclosure and legisla¬ 
tive proposals for the 1980 ses¬ 
sion, which would require more 
than a cursory glance, were 
postponed to the July meeting. 

Council easily approved three 
requests from Greenbelt Homes. 
In each case council directed staff 
to write letters of support to the 
state or county agency involved. 
The city requested the Maryland 
Housing Authority Rehabilitation 
Program to set aside for use in 
fiscal 1980 one million dollars in 
loan funds for the GHI member 
optional rehabilitation program. 
Under this program, which would 
be administered by the city, indi¬ 
vidual GHI members could borrow 
funds at 6% interest for 20 years 
to finance remodeling of kitchens 
or bathrooms or other rehabilita¬ 
tion not included in the GHI reha¬ 
bilitation package. The city is re¬ 
luctant to hire a loan * processor 
until loan funds are available even 
though the position will be paid 
for under the Neighborhood Stra¬ 
tegies Area program. 

“The city is already on record 
with the State supporting this pro¬ 
gram," City Manager James K. 
Giese reminded council, “but the 
State has never allocated any 
funds." Giese said he thought the 
State might be amenable to the re- 


Recommendations by NCPC Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Reginald W. Grif¬ 
fith and staff, appropriate agencies 
and municipalities will follow at 
a meeting in early September. At 
that time Griffith will also offer 
a recommendation on the proposal 
by the General Services Admini¬ 
stration (GSA) to cut about 41% of 
the acreage of BARC. 

The current proposal to “excess" 
3,390 acres of the 8,220-acre BARC 
property results from (1) a 1972 
executive order under which var¬ 
ious parts of BARC have been de¬ 
clared “excess" in recent years and 
(2) a GSA survey performed in 
late 1978. The survey was conduc¬ 
ted in an effort to end a disagree¬ 
ment between GSA and the Agri¬ 
culture Department over how BA- 
RC’s land can best be put to use. 
GSA contends that optimal use of 
the land is not being made. The 
Agriculture Department counters 
that many ongoing research pro¬ 
jects, by their very nature, require 
less than optimum use. 

The move to declare a large part 
of BARC “excess" is also seen as 
threatening the last open wedges 
of green space along the Balti¬ 
more-Wash ington corridor. The 
bulk of land at issue is a 2,700- 
acre section east of Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Road which provides buffer 


quest. 

In a second letter the city will 
urge the county to amend its Hous¬ 
ing Assistance Plan to include a 
sufficient number of Section 8 un¬ 
its to implement the NSA commit¬ 
ment to GHI. GHI wbuld assign 
325 housing assistance units to 
those members with very low in¬ 
comes in order to help them af¬ 
ford rehabilitation of their homes. 

In a third letter council will op¬ 
pose the diversion to Cedar Heights 
of $100,000 of third year Communi¬ 
ty Development Block Grant funds 
allocated to Greenbelt (GHI) for 
a Rehabilitation Loan Deferral 
Program. Giese was concerned that 
the funds might not be re-allocated 
to Greenbelt if once diverted else¬ 
where. Councilman Thomas X. 
White reminded council that the 
city wrote to County Executive 
Larry Hogan and County Council 
Chairman William Ammonett on 
this same issue in early February. 
“This is a commitment they've al¬ 
ready made to us!" asserted Mayor 
Richard Pilski. 

These programs require a “part¬ 
nership among the county, city and 
GHI," commented Councilman 
Charles Schwan. "... the several 
parts should not be tampered 
with," 

A Plea 

Before council voted to adjourn 
at 1:15 a.m. following agenda item 
41, Schwan made his annual brief 
but urgent plea to council. “If we 
are to be faced with agendas of 
this kind during the summer, it 
is ridiculous not to consider meet¬ 
ing more frequently than once a 
month." 

No one, except two members of 
the press, seemed to hear him. 

Council Approves 

Council: 

—set in motion an increase in the 
fine for traffic or parking vio- 


zones between BARC and both the 
abutting Goddard Space Flight 
Center and the Patuxent Wildlife 
Preserve. 

The proposal to “excess" drew 
fire from Senator Paul Sarbanes, 
Congresswoman Gladys Spellman, 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berg- 
lund and several area citizens 
groups. Over the years, the Green¬ 
belt City Council has consistenly 
gone on record against the reduc¬ 
tion of BARCTs green space. On 
June 11 city council members re¬ 
iterated their opposition. 

BARC is touted as the largest 
agricultural research facility in the 
world - a “National Showcase of 
Agriculture research," and the 
leading, most diversified agricultu¬ 
ral research complex in the world.” 

Sarbanes and Spellman noted in 
a letter to GSA that “the releasing 
of this land to other federal agen¬ 
cies or to private development 
would be a severe loss to the res¬ 
idents of Maryland, many of whom 
rely on the Center for their live¬ 
lihood.” BARC is also used by local 
residents who enjoy walking and 
bicycling through the area. 

Federal land declared surplus 
is offered first to other federal ag¬ 
encies. If none want it, next in line 
are state, county, and municipal 
governments and finally individu¬ 
als, in that order. 


lations from five to ten dollars 
(first reading). 

—authorized an additional, though 
temporary, $6,000 loan to the 
Gre^. belt Fire Department from 
the unappropriated surplus of the 
General Fund. The money will be 
used for interest, furnishings and 
other expenses resulting from the 
newly constructed addition to the 
fire station. The Fire Dept, had 
expected the county budget to cov¬ 
er these items, which it so far 
has failed to do. 

—agreed to an end-of-the-year 
transfer of funds among depart¬ 
ments and an adjustment for cer¬ 
tain items such as gasoline pur¬ 
chased through negotiations. 

—renewed the city’s police insur¬ 
ance as of July 1 through the Mc- 
Farlin Insurance Agency at a cost 
not to exceed $4,220. 

—amended the Position Classifica¬ 
tion Plan for city personnel. 

—raised the retainer fee for the 
city solicitor, Emmett Nanna, for 
the first time in 12 years from $300 
to $500 per month. 

—approved 30 days administrative 
leave for Police Corporal David 
Fulgham who must undergo addi¬ 
tional surgery as a result of an on- 
the-job injury. 

—approved 30 days advance of sick 
leave for city mechanic Cecil Bree¬ 
den who has undergone extensive 
medical treatment for a non-work 
related ailment. Breeden and Ful¬ 
gham had both used up their avail¬ 
able leaves. 

—approved the low bid of Lee, 
Hendricks & Co. for auditiong ser¬ 
vice for a fee of between $5,050 
and $6,410. 

—nominated Councilman Thomas 
X. White to serve on the Legisla¬ 
tive Action Committee of the 
Maryland Municipal League. Coun¬ 
cilman Gil Weidenfeld, who has 
served in that capacity for the past 
five years declined to serve again 
citing increased obligations for 
this fall. 

—approved spending $6,500 for 
Greenbelt’s share of the final clo¬ 
sing of the land fill shared with 
College Park in the Agricultural 
Research Center.

The F-6 will be rerouted in the 
Silver Spring area via Fenton St. 
and Colesville Rd. to Ramsey Ave 
and the Silver Spring Metro station. 


In Zambelli’s words, this year's 
fireworks should be truly great; . . .

of magic; and carefully constructed 
stars will burst into almost every 
geometric form and design imagin¬ 
able." 

This “fragment of paradise" was 
purchased by the city for $2,499.25, 
and contains 65 9-inch shells, 89 22- 
inch shells, 85 15-inch shells, 62 18- 
inch shells, and a Grand Finale of 
310 skyrockets, all to be fired at 
once. Also included are 10 ground 
displays with such old favorites as 
“Niagara Falls" and “Pin-the-tail- 
on-the-Donkey", plus some new 
surprises. 

The city also has decided to pur¬ 
chase 4 24-inch rockets at a cost of 
$28 for an extra splash of color. 

This year’s display will be set off 
by the city staff at about 9 p.m. and 
will run for approximately 25 min¬ 
utes. Residents are asked not to 
call the police department for start¬ 
ing times of festival activities. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band will 
perform on the bandstand at the 
Lake under the baton of Conductor 
John DelHomme. A wide variety 
of pieces are scheduled, including: 
“America", “Parade of the Chario¬ 
teers" from Ben-Hur, selections 
from “Royal Fireworks Music" and 
“Water Music Suite" by Handel, 
“Star-Spangled Spectacular" by 
George M. Cohan, and the tradi¬ 
tional Grand Finale with the 1812 
Overture by Tschaikowsky. Stephen 
Polaschik will be the announcer. 
The concert will start at 7 p.m. and 
end shortly before the Fireworks 
Display.

No reservations can be made for 
picnic areas at the Lake on the 
fourth. All facilities are “first- 
come, first-serve”. The fireworks 
will be set off at the spillway, 
which will be off-liimts to all but 
city personnel. 

The whole police force will be pa¬ 
trolling the Lake Park Area and 
will be enforcing city ordinances 
strictly. Picnickers are reminded 
of the following rules: No alcoholic 
beverages in the Lake Park, includ¬ 
ing beer; No swimming - very cold 
spring water feeds the lake, which 
can cause severe cramps, and the 
the lake is full of entangling 
water plants, etc. that can trap 
swimmers; All animals must be 
leashed, but the police department 
cautions that pets would be better 
left at home, since animals don't 
like the crowds or the noise and 
the scent of the fireworks; All pri¬ 
vate boats must be registered with 
the City of Greenbelt before they 
are allowed on Greenbelt Lake, 
though boats may be rented from 
the concession stand; and most im¬ 
portantly — it is illegal for indi¬ 
viduals to use firecrackers or spar¬ 
klers in the State of Maryland, so 
don’t bring them! Firecrackers are 
very dangerous in crowds, especial¬ 
ly with so many children around.

All recreation centers will be 
open July 4, from 12-6 p.m. There 
will be a Jokari Tournament at 10 
a.m.; interested persons should 
meet at the Handball Wall behind 
the Municipal Swimming Pool. The 
championship games for Slow 
Pitch softball will start at 9 a.m. at 
Braden Field.

City and MNCPPC Complete 
Memorandum of Understanding 

A Memorandum of Understanding between the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission and the city of Greenbelt was 
signed recently to foster cooperation in areas of their joint concern. 
These areas include planning and zoning, especially as they apply to the 
Greenbelt-College Park Master Plan, administration of recreation pro¬ 
grams and acquisition and development of parks. 

The Memorandum is designed to set forth and refine an already es¬ 
tablished, informal relationship between the MNCPPC and the City of 
Greenbelt. 

In respect to planning, the memorandum recognizes the role of the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board in making recommendations to the 
Greenbelt city council. The memorandum also commits to the city, 
where appropriate and available, staff assistance from the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board. The Greenbelt City Council is further authorized 
to make recommendations to the Planning Board on priorities in em¬ 
phasis and scheduling of projects within a fiscal year. 

Council may also make recommendations to the Planning Board on 
such concerns as living and employment areas, open space and conserva¬ 
tion systems, circulation and transportaion systems, activity centers (in¬ 
cluding Metro Centers), public facilities and special treatment ateas. 
Council input is also sought in implementing programs through such 
means as the Capital Improvements Program, the Neighborhood Improve¬ 
ment Program and the Community Development Program. 

Of particular interest to Greenbelt is the MNCPPC’s commitment in 
the memorandum to review as promptly as possible any applications filed 
by the city, and to refer to the city copies of all zoning petitions, special 
exception requests, subdivision plats, technical staff reports and planning 
programming schedules, relating to the geographical area directly sur¬ 
rounding the city. 

The area covered by the memorandum is bounded on the south by 
Good Luck Road, on the west by the Raltimore-Ohio tracks, on the north 
by Beaver Dam Road and on the east by Soil Conservation Road and 
Cipriano Road. 

Park Land Development 

Upon request, or when items of joint concern are being discussed, 
MNCPPC staff members may attend APB meetings. 

Since parkland development or redevelopment by the MNCPPC in 
the immediate area of Greenbelt could affect park and recreation facilities 
within the city boundaries, the Commission agrees to keep the city in¬ 
formed and will take into consideration the city’s views on such park¬ 
land development. 

When plans for subdivisions within the city of Greenbelt involve 
mandatory dedication requirements for recreational purposes, the Com¬ 
mission agrees to solicit the city’s recommendation. This recommendation 
will then be considered by the Planning Board in requiring from developers 
either mandatory dedication or fee-in-lieu of mandatory dedication. Cor¬ 
respondingly, Greenbelt will inform the MNCPPC of intended acquisition 
or development of new park or recreation facilities within the city. 

In scheduling events in the County recreational program, the Planning 
Board will submit its plans for Greenbelt and vicinity for prior review and 
comment before submission of the Commission’s budget to the county 
government. Similarly, Greenbelt will submit its proposed program for 
city-funded park and recreational activities to the MNCPPC before the 
city budget hearing is held. For jointly operated programs and facilities, 
the agencies may, by mutual consent, approve regulations concerning 
responsibilities, funding and operating rules. If denied, the Greenbelt 
Parks and Recreation Advisory Board may receive staff assistance from 
the MNCPPC to encourage the coordination of mutual concerns. 

The Commission staff may also attend PRAB meetings when items of 
joint concern are being discussed. 

Greenbelt and the MNCPPC have also agreed to share use of one 
another’s construction or special maintenance equipment if not required 
for the owning party’s work. A fee, based on actual operating costs, shall 
be charged. 

In conclusion, representatives of the city and the MNCPPC have 
agreed to meet at least anually, or at more frequent intervals if deemed 
necessary by mutual consent, to coordinate activities, to review progress 
achieved under the provisions of the Memorandum of Understanding, and 
to consider amendments to it.

At a regular meeting held on June 11, 1979, tne City Council of Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, adopted' Charter Amendment Resolution 1979-3 (Reso- 
tion #422), and the following Title of the Resolution is a fair summary 
of the amendment: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NUMBER 1979-3 

(Resolution #422) 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI¬ 
TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE "CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL,” SUBTITLE 
"HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND (1963 
EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN 
PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY AD¬ 
DING A NEW SECTION 58, TITLED "REVENUE BOND FINANC¬ 
ING,” TO PROVIDE AUTHORITY FOR THE ISSUANCE BY THE 
CITY OF GREENBELT, MARYLAND (THE "CITY”) OF BONDS 
PAYABLE AS TO PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST SOLELY FROM 
THE REVENUES OF ONE OR MORE REVENUE-PRODUCING 
PROJECTS; TO SET FORTH CERTAIN LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS; 
TO SET FORTH THE PUBLIC PURPOSES SUCH FINANCING IS 
EXPECTED TO ACHIEVE; TO DEFINE THE TYPES OF PROJECTS 
ELIGIBLE FOR ASSISTANCE THROUGH REVENUE BOND FI¬ 
NANCING TO BE LIMITED TO REHABILITATION OF EXISTING 
STRUCTURES; TO PROVIDE FOR THE SECURITY AND TO REC¬ 
OGNIZE THE TAX EXEMPTION OF THE BONDS; TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE DETERMINATION BY ORDINANCE OF THE FORM, 
TERM, INTEREST RATE OR RATES OR METHOD OF DETER¬ 
MINING THEM, TERMS, CONDITIONS, MATURITIES AND ALL 
OTHER DETAILS INCIDENT TO THE ISSUANCE, SALE AND 
PAYMENT OF THE BONDS; TO PROVIDE THAT THE REVENUE 
BONDS ARE NOT TO CONSTITUTE ANY INDEBTEDNESS OF 
THE CITY TO WHICH ITS FAITH AND CREDIT OR TAXING 
POWER ARE PLEDGED; TO PROVIDE FOR A TRUST AGREE¬ 
MENT BETWEEN THE CITY AND A CORPORATE TRUSTEE AND 
FOR THE PROVISIONS THEREOF; TO PROVIDE FOR REFUND¬ 
ING BONDS; AND TO PROVIDE FOR ALL OTHER MATTERS 
DEEMED NECESSARY OR APPROPRIATE BY THE COUNCIL TO 
EFFECT AN AUTHORIZED FINANCING. 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part of the 
Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the terms of 
the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 31st day of July, 1979, unless on or before the fortieth day 
after passage, which shall be the 21st day of July, 1979, there shall be 
presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed 
to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the general election 
of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter Amendment 
be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.

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Council Gives Go-ahead for Development 
of Parks in Greenbriar, Springhill Lake

Greenbelt’s park system will 
soon be improved with the de¬ 
velopment of three neighbor¬ 
hood parks, two in Springhill 
Lake and one in Greenbriar.

ing in a March 29 memorandum 
to Council. 

The first phase will be funded 
out of $4500 set aside in last year’s 
budget to buy playground equip¬ 
ment for Springhill Lake and 
Greenbriar. According to Dennis 
Piendak, Assistant City Manager, 
the parks may not receive much 
attention until this fall, however, 
because of the city’s backlog of 
work. 

Greenbriar 

The Greenbriar Neighborhood 
Park is located in the woods at 
the intersection of Hanover Park-, 
way and Mandan Road, adjacent 
to Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
Residents of Greenbriar Phase II 
have mostly been in favor of the 
project. 

Phase I development of the 
Greenbriar park calls for a % mile 
circuit path, which will function 
as a trail for hikers and bikers. 
The path, on which construction is 
mostly completed, is paved with 
natural wood chips and bordered 
by logs from fallen trees. A foot¬ 
bridge will be built over the stream 
on the path. Four spur trails will 
be built off the main trail and pic¬ 
nic stations will be located along 
these. 

For picnickers, 8 picnic tables, 
4 trash cans (both obtainable from 
city stockpiles) and a picnic shel 
ter will be available. Also, a wood 
climber with arch and tire swing 
will be provided for the kids. 

The estimated cost of Phase I 
development is $1,125. 

Eventually a 16-station “Fun and 
Fitness” obstacle course, similar 
to the one behind the Jaycees 
Clubhouse, will be added to the 
trail. 

SHL Recreation Center 

The city park around the SHL 
Recreation Center is planned to be 
a multi-purpose recreational com¬ 


plex. The plan for the SHL Cen¬ 
ter Park was originally submitted 
by PRAB in 1974. 

Phase I of the program includes 
a picnic grove at the far boundary 
of the city property, near the 
stream bridge. It will be equipped 
with 8 picnic tables and 4 trash 
cans, A golf shelter station will 
also be built with a golf course 
directory and a rules-and-regula- 
tions board. The old first golf green 
will be kept up as a grassy play 
field for unprogrammed lawn 
games. A wooden climber will be 
placed in the picnic area and two 
horseshoe courts will be construct¬ 
ed nearby. Estimated cost for 
Phase I is $950.00. 

SHL Neighborhood Park 

The SHL Neighborhood Park 
will be located on the Board of 
Education wooded property be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Junior High 
School and Breezewood Drive. 
Greenbelt will develop these woods 
as a park to serve Springhill Lake . 
and also for various nature clas¬ 
ses at the Junior High. At pre¬ 
sent, dense undergrowth provides 
concealment for people who go 
there to drink and cause unruly 
behavior. Several assaults have oc¬ 
curred here and it is felt that 
clearing the woods of underbrush 
may aid efforts to patrol the area. 

The proposal to develop a park 
in this location came from the for¬ 
mer principal of GJHS and Green- 
belter, Charles Collins, and from 
Arnold Thomas, employee of the 
Board of Education and a form€?r 
Greenbelter. Collins and Thomas 
were concerned about the crime 
and abuse, and felt that an ar¬ 
rangement of this type would be 
advantageous to all parties. 

The original proposal was two¬ 
fold. First, removal of underbrush 
and thinning of weak existing 
trees to facilitate development of 
a picnic area. Thirty to thirty-five 
picnic tables, 11 cookers and 11 
trash cans were called for in this 
area. Tables, grills and cans would 
all be anchored. In addition, chec¬ 
ker tables and benches would be 
provided for senior citizens near 
Breezewood Drive. Pathways into 
the area would also be improved. 

Secondly, the land adjacent to 
the athletic fields and the picnic 
area would be developed as a na¬ 
ture area for use by the local 
schools. 

Present Plan 

Phase I of the present plan calls 


for the following: 12 picnic tables, 
4 park benches, 4 trash receptacles, 
and a bike rack. Charcoal grills 
are not recommended. A double 
slide climber is included, as well as 
improvement of existing trails with 
wood chips and gravel. 

Phase II is the development of 
the nature area and the installa¬ 
tion of a wood obstacle course iden¬ 
tical to that behind the Jaycees’ 
Clubhouse. The nature area will 
have a kiosk in which to base 
nature activities. 

The total cost of this park is es¬ 
timated at $5000. Four thousand 
of the necessary $5000 will be pro¬ 
vided by the city, and it is hoped 
that the remaining $1000 will be 
provided by the Greenbelt Junior 
High Recreational Co-op Council. 

The GJHS Recreational Co-op 
Council is a unique organization, 
in which Greenbelt, College Park, 
Berwyn Heights, the M-NCPPC 
and the Board of Education coop¬ 
erate to run a series of classes at 
GJHS. The Council uses school 
equipment for its classes; proceeds 
from the classes go to buy more 
equipment, which the school system 
also uses. The Council has al¬ 
ready purchased baseball supplies, 
dark room equipment, etc. It runs 
40 classes at the Junior High and 
is self-supporting. As the park is 
on Junior High land and would 
benefit other nearby municipalities, 
especially Berwyn Heights, the Co 
op Council has an interest in the 
park’s development. 

While the present principal at 
GJHS, Charles Post, is in favor 
of the proposal, the Board of Edu¬ 
cation still has not reached an 
agreement with the city on how to 
develop the park. Councilman 
Thomas X, White noted that there 
are “a lot of other players” (Co¬ 
op Council, B. of Ed., etc.) Arnold 
Thomas will be in charge of get¬ 
ting the students’ input and help 
in development of the nature area. 

Most of the city council seemed 
in favor of proceeding with the 
neighborhood parks development, 
hoping in particular that these new 
parks will not only take some of 
the strain off the Lake Park but 
also get people off the streets and 
out of the Springhill Lake Shop¬ 
ping Center. 

To have parks within walking 
distance of homes will be “very 
timely with the energy crunch” 
commented Councilman Gil Wei- 
denfeld. 


Project 80 : Giant Water Pipeline 
OrGiant Boondoggle Council Asks

At the request of city council¬ 
man Thomas X. White, an in¬ 
quiry into the status of Project 
80, the giant water pipeline be¬ 
ing installed by the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission, was added to the city 
council agenda for the May 21 
meeting. White was concerned 
because of press reports that 
Montgomery County had block¬ 
ed construction for that section 
of the pipeline lying within its 
own jurisdiction. 

The pipeline, which is designed to 
carry water from a Potomac River 
filtration plant into southern Prince 
Georges County, is planned to cross 
a portion of Greenbelt. It will run 
along the north side of the Capital 
Beltway from Kenilworth Ave. east 
through city parkland and Parcel 
15 near Charlestowne Village and 
the American Legion. 

“This pipeline is to go through 
sensitive areas of city parkland,” 
White said. “If it could be avoided, 
we would be that much better off. 
I felt all along it was a giant boon¬ 
doggle.” Since Montgomery County 
was apparently questioning the via¬ 
bility of the project, White felt 
council should ask the National 
Capital Planning Commission to 
“defer and take a look at it.” 

The city staff had already ascer¬ 
tained that the section planned to 
cross city property was still in 
the final design stage. Construc¬ 


tion bids were not expected to be 
announced until the fall of 1979. 

Councilman Schwan agreed that 
there was “logic in stopping any¬ 
way till the matter (of Montgomery 
County’s action) is resolved.” 
Schwan noted that population pro¬ 
jections for the area to be served 
by the new pipeline have been re¬ 
vised downward since the project 
was first contemplated. 

Advisory Planning Board Chair¬ 
man Donald Volk agreed. “If Mont¬ 
gomery County won’t go, the Prince 
Georges County section would be a 
white elephant,” he said. (This 
would be true since the intake 
hook-up lies in Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty.) Most of the PG section be¬ 
tween Kenilworth and New Hamp ¬ 
shire Ave. has already been instal¬ 
led or is in the process of complex 
tion. Parts of the project can be 
seen running along the west side 
of Kenilworth near the city ceme¬ 
tery, as well as along Rhode Island 
Avenue in the Hollywood area. 

On White’s motion, council a- 
greed to ask the WSSC to defer 
initiating construction on the por¬ 
tion of Project 80 going through 
the Greenbelt parkland area until 
a resolution has been obtained 
from Montgomery County commit¬ 
ting their participation in the rest 
of the region. 

(The city has already received 
$11,000 from the WSSC for right- 
of-way for the pipeline across city 
nroperty. That constitutes the ma¬ 
jor portion of funds expected to 
be allocated in the next fiscal year 


for development of the new city 
ballpark on North way extended.) 

Council Pot Pound 
Council passed for first reading 
an increase of $9,COO to the Motor 
Equipment Maintenance Fund, 
bringing the total appropriations 
for the fund to $87,100 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1979 . , , a- 
gveed to send a letter to Senators 
Charles Mathias and Paul Sarbanes 
and to Congresswoman Gladys 
Spellman giving its endorsement of 
a resolution by the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern¬ 
ments requesting increased federal 
aid for construction and operation 
of the Metro Rail system . . . voted 
support of the National Capital 
Planning Commission’s recommen¬ 
dation that a master plan be drawn 
up for Greenbelt Park before any 
capital improvements be made 
there (pending is a projected ex¬ 
penditure of $34,000 in fiscal year 
1984 for design of a 100 square foot 
visitor orientation facility near the 
park entrance) . . . approved the 
expenditure of up to $300 for a 
shuttle bus for the Labor Day Fes¬ 
tival weekend . . . authorized a re¬ 
quest to the Board of Education to 
take responsibility for having the 
grass cut along the curb of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High 
School property on Hanover Park¬ 
way . . . and requested that the city 
get from the University of Mary¬ 
land and publish for the use of 
Greenbelt citizens what to do about 
the tent caterpillar infestations so 
abundant at the present time.

department's request to burn 10 
A-H Laurel Hill as a training pro¬ 
gram. Dutton pointed out that 
there had only been 2 serious GHI 
fires in the last 15 years and so 
the company had little experience 
in fighting such fires. The fire de¬ 
partment proposed to burn both 
ends toward the middle and col¬ 
lapse each wall into the foundation. 
Director Margaret Hogensen was 
opposed to the burning because of 
pollution and the possibility of 
children getting in. 

The board was concerned about 
who would be responsible in be¬ 
tween burnings. Dutton stated that 
the fire company was waiting for 
an opinion from its attorney. 
There was also concern about the 
possibility of moving the pip^s 
and what a salvage company might 
charge for razing the building. The 
board decided to wait until bids 
from salvage companies could be 
obtained and questions of liability 
could be answered.

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GUI ioard Motes to Move Ahead 
On Insulation, Windows, Some Repairs

The Rehabilitation program—how to get it started, what form 
it should take, and what kind of financing is possible—occupied 
the Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for most of a 
lengthy board meeting, June 14. President Don Volk presided 
with all directors except James Foster present. 

Board members seemed to agree might have had concerning the fire 
that the corporation should start 
the rehabilitation as soon as pos¬ 
sible, but disagreed about how this 
should be done. Director Jim Smith 
pointed out that GHI must follow 
as closely as possible the plan ap¬ 
proved by the membership in Oc¬ 
tober. He affirmed, and most board 
members agreed, that heat loss and 
insulation needed to be addressed 
first because of the escalating cost 
of fuel oil. 

Several possible financing plans 
were presented by manager Roy 
Breashears: 1) through borrowing 
from an insurance company for 30 
years at 10% to 11% interest, 2) 
through a bank for 10 years at 14%, 

3> through municipal bonds at 8% 
for 20 years, or 4) State of Mary¬ 
land's Community Development 
Agency at 8% for 20 years. The 
charter amendment recently passed 
by the city council would enable 
GHI to apply for municipal bond 
financing, the least expensive fin¬ 
ancing possible for rehabilitation. 

Such financing could be available 
to GHI as early as September un¬ 
less voters petition the charter a- 
mendment to referendum which, 
even if approved by the voters. 
v r ould have the effect of delaying 
this type of low cost financing. 

On a motion by directors Virgin¬ 
ia Moryadas and Norman Weyel, 
the board opted to start the first 
phase of a major rehabilitation this 
summer with bank financing, and 
-to continue to strive for the lower 
financing available through muni¬ 
cipal bonds or the state’s Com¬ 
munity Development Agency. 

The programs, which will begin 
as soon as possible, are insulation, 
replacement storm windows, frame 
siding, structural repairs and pos¬ 
sibly roof replacement. 

A major drawback to plan ad¬ 
opted by the Board is that it could 
result in a loss of the 325 units of 
Section 8 assistance for low-income 
families which would be received 
by GHI through a federal grant, 
the Neighborhood Strategies Area. 

The assistance is tied to the gov¬ 
ernment's description of a “major” 
rehabilitation program and what 
GHI plans to do may not qualify. 

Electric Heat? 

Director Ed James would like 
to see electric heat added to the 
program. He had invited Mr. Her- 
lbert from Pepco to come and an¬ 
swer technical questions concern¬ 
ing electrical heat. Board mem¬ 
bers questioned Herbert about the 
possibility of rate increases. Her¬ 
bert informed the board that while 
actual rates could not be quoted, 

Pepco was apt to give favorable at¬ 
tention to GHI if it were to install 
electric heat since Pepco would like 
to increase its winter load over the 
summer load (summer load being 
highest at present). Since electric 
heat was not approved by the mem¬ 
bership, the board would have to 
go back to the membership for ap¬ 
proval. Also Smith pointed out 
that changing to electric heat 
would mean the board could not 
utilize solar heat since the water 
conductors needed for solar heat¬ 
ing would no longer be there. 

The board also voted to postpone 
a proposed review of the mainten¬ 
ance department until the first 
meeting in September. This would 
give the new maintenance director 
Robert Langelois time to get orien¬ 
ted and find out what problems 
need correcting. There was disa¬ 
greement about whether to attack 
the problem through compiling 
maintenance calls and studying 
them or, as director Wayne Wil¬ 
liams suggested, having the direc¬ 
tor of maintenance explain the 
problems to the board.-. 

It was pointed out that a few 
members have made it their busi¬ 
ness to interject themselves into 
the maintenance department and it 
is costing the corporation a lot of 
money because it is keeping the 
maintenance director from doing 
his job. Members need to be told 
to desist. 

Fire Training Program 

Greenbelt's fire chief Michael 
Dutton was present at the meeting 
to answer questions board members 


ing the membership participation 
early in the meeting, they were able 
to see the cooperative in action 
at the member level. 

Member Eunice Coxon complained 
to the hoard that the report of the 
ad hoc committee to investigate 
, charges by a former employee “was 
superficial, inconclusive and repeti¬ 
tious.” She felt some of the charges 
were bordering on criminal, and 
said GHI’s lawyer should have 
looked into the charges and any 
offenses such as theft should be 
prosecuted. (GHI’s lawyer A1 
Ginsberg had attempted to interview 
the employee but was unable to 
reach him). Coxon felt the members 
had a right to know and so she 
had paid fifty cents for photocopies 
of the report. She felt the corpora¬ 
tion should reimburse her for that 
cost. Coxon also asked that the 
names of all committee members 
be added to the report. Volk as¬ 
sured her the report would be plac¬ 
ed on a future agenda. 

Former board member Steve 
Polaschik informed the board that 
he had heard a newscast report 
that the price of oil would be esca¬ 
lating. He felt it was time for the 
board to get funds and begin insul¬ 
ating the frame homes. "The time 
for dilly-dallying is long gone,” he 
said. 

The visitors from Lebanon also 
heard another member criticize the 
“stupidity” of GHI’s current shed 
policy. The member had gotten 
permission to erect a free standing 
shed in 1968 and now, when ready 
to sell her house, had found that 
the shed did not meet present regu¬ 
lations. Her angry outburst brought 
a promise to try to work something 
out.
